A BOOMEKABfC DKFESSE. 


The Democratic papers find them- 


selves in aa awkward dilemma, aud 
their efforts to ge't out of it are amusing 
to the lookers on. They see the work- 
ingmen throughout the country stamped- 
ing from the standard of Cleveland, aud 
they don't know how to atop it. The 
reasons for the revolt are -well under- 
stood, and are embraced generally in 
his course aa Governor of Now York, 
during which incumbency he has dis- 
tinguished himself as the superservi oe- 
able friend of the monopolists, and the 
enemy of the poor man. This is in- 
stanced more especially in several of his 
vetoes of bills which were passed by 
the Legislature in the interest of the 
working classes. That this was their 
intent and that they were Mile 3 by 
Cleveland are admitted facts, and the 
Democrats, who have posed for so many 
years as the friend of the laborer, now 
find themselves with a platform ftud 
candidate opposed to the laboring in- 
terests. The situation for a time stagger- 
ed them, and for want of better argu- 
ments they contented themselves with 
assaults on Elaine. But this was rather 
thin gruel for men of muscle who were 
also showing themselves to be men of 
brains and independence as well, and so 
they at last determined to take the bull 
squarely by the horns and insist that 
Cleveland's veteos, 
against which so 


much complaint was made, were right. 
Very naturally the papers on the Pacific 
Coast to lead off were the Sacramento 
Beoord-Umon, the San Francisco Alto 
California and the 
Oakland Times, 


three notorious monopoly organs. Each 
and all of them commenced by devoting 
their best energies to a discussion and 
defence of ths Five-cent Fare veto. In 
this they had a double purpose, except- 
ing only the Keoord-Uiiioii which cluims 
to desire the election of Elaine. All 
agreed that any reduction of the rates 
would huve been an interference with 
vested rights and the impairment of the 
obligations of a contract. 
They were, 


as agents, bound to advocate their view, 
since it involves a vital questiou thut 
has for years been assertad, and is still 
contended for by their principals. Now 
if we are to believe the former utter- 
ances of the balance of the Democratic 
press on the Pacific slops made before 
Cleveland's nomination the Democracy 
repudiuten this doctrine 
and insists 


upon the right of tho people through 
their Legislatures or other Constitu- 
tional authority to regulate the charges 
on railroiids, and yet we find these pro- 
fessedly anti-monopoly papers, either 
copying the monopoly arguments witb 
approving comments or by silence as 
senting to their correctness. The Oak 
land Times says : 


The five ceut fare bill was an effoit by 


stock jobbers to "bear" the L roac 
Blocks, that they might by selling shoi 
realize large piofita and perhaps onpple 
the lines. The stock jobbing scheme 
was pretendedly in'the interest of the 
laboring people, but it was only a pre- 
tense as is usually the case with such 
measures. 


This is an evasion of the question, 


which is simply whether a five cent fare 
instead of a ten cent fare is in the inter- 
est of the poor people. No doubt stock 
jobbers would make money out of any 
change that might be made, but there 
were two classes of jobbers affected, and 
it is admitted in the above extract that 
Cleveland took .the Ride of the Bulls 
againnt the bears. It was only a ques- 
tion as to which sida would make the 
most money. It was clearly proven in 
the Legislature that the income of the 
roads was far in excess of the legal 
guarantee, and that the market value ol 
their watered stocks 
was enhanced 


through their enormous profits. The 
cheap fares during certain hours morn- 
ings and evenings, was only a sop 
thrown out to workingmen. 
Their 


families, who might have occasion to 
travel during the day got no benefit from 
it. 


But the Times exhibits an abnormal 


development of gall when it apeaks of 
the veto of the twelve hour car-drivers 
bill. It aays: 


_ It was a false pretense me'asure to 
limit the hours of oar-drivers and con- 
ductors in New York City to twelve 
hours per day. Th« bill contained no 
feature that would prevent street car 
companies making contracts for as many 
hours work per day 09 the? pleased. It 
was simply a demagogic sham, gotten 
up by Home umatwnr communist and 
proUaaional "friend of the people." It 
gave labor no protection and ia ao wi*» 


curbed capital. It was subtlely devised 
to deceive workingmen outside of New 
York and to furnish venal leaders in 
that city ,a ohanoe to organize piece 
clubs. 


Here we have a remarkable confession. 


For years the Democratic party in near- 
ly all of the States of Union had in its 
local platforms, and at various times in- 
corporated in its National platforms, 
a 
declaration 
in 
favor 
of 
an 


eight hour law. The 
Republican 


party 
has 
incorporated 
such 
a 


law with the national statutes, and the 
Democracy are entitled to the credit of 
having legalized the system in some of 
the States. 
Bui: we are now informed 


by this Democratic organ that it was all 
a "demagogic sham, gotten up by some 
amateur communist and professional 
friend of the people." Certainly if it 
was right to reduce the hours of labor 
from ten to eight it osnnot be wrong or 
"demagogic" to reduce them from six- 
teen to twelve. The argument that em- 
ployers could make contracts for as 
many hours work per day as they 
pleased has always been the strongest 
used against eight hour legislation, and 
has been combatted by the Democracy 
until now. The Republican party has, 
passed, and to this day enforces the 
eight hour law, in all of the Govern- 
ment works, and any workman in ,its 
employ is paid for extra time over the 
eight hour limit. But Governor Cleve- 
land and the organs of the Democracy 
say that there is no help for the over- 
worked laborer, aud that any attempt to 
lighten his burdens, and to give him 
sufficient time for the rest and recrea- 
tion that is essential to health and hap- 
piness is a "demagogic sham." The 
argument is brutal, and is but a reflec- 
tion ol tuat sentiment that is born of 
the piggish greed of the monopolists, 
which prompt them to look upon all 
laboring men as human chattels of no 
further usa than to add to the wealth of 
the rich man's coffers. 
If Mr. Cleve- 


land and the Democratic party can 
stand the defense which their organs 
are making, then we should believe that 
the party is well nigh indestructible. 


AN Al'JPKAL TO VETKIIAXS 


From the Republican National Com-

concerts will be given during the season. 
Beside this the fact onght to be known 
that New Orleans is the only city in the 
Union that has had an established opera 
during half a century. Nor is this all. 
Strangers think themselves w»ll paid by 
making a visit of pleaaura to the quaint 
old city at any time. During the car- 
nival season tens of thousands of visitors 
flock to the Crescent city to see the 
gorgeous pageants prepared annually at 
an expense to the citizens of from $100,- 
000 to $200,000. This lavish expend- 
iture of money is for the gratification of 
strangers and home folks, and the dis- 
plays are absolutely free. The citizens 
of the Southern metropolis who do such 
large things, in such a largo way, have 
pledged their word to make their World's 
Fair the crowning event of the century.

Tha other persons who were 
present at the meeting are equally reti- 
cent. A Herald correspondent, how- 
ever, is assured on good authority thai 
Cleveland's letter is not yet in existence 
even in tho form of a draft. 
The Gov- 


ernor has had his ideas formulated and 
undoubtedly expressed them in 
the 


course of the conversation Saturday 
but up to Sunday night he had noi 
takan up a pen to express them on 
paper. He will commence the work ol 
composing at oaoe and the letter will bo 
given to the public before August 9th 
After the publication Governor Cleve 
land will take a vacation for two weeks. 


Wiir on cue Stock Tblcvcs 


Montana advices convey the informa 


tion that the stock raisers and ranchers 
of that Territory are carrying on a wa 
of extermination against the horso an 
cattle thieves. From a letter foun 
in the pocket of a thief recently cap 
tured and hanged, full particulars wen 
obtained of the existence of an organ 
ized gang of from seventy-five to on 
hundred thieves, who had long and sue 
cessfnlly defied the legal authorities 
and had operated between the Missour 
and Yellowstone rivers, below Beaton 
The cowboys are out in force rounding 
up the thieves. Near old Fort Hawley, 
a few days since, twenty cowboys gav 
a gang of thieves battle at Baleman'i 
wood-yard, and succeeded in killing on< 
man named James, his two sous and 
several others, breaking up that ren 
dezvoua, after which the wood-yard was 
burned. In all, it is estimated tha 
twenty of the gang have been killed 
many more have emigrated. 
It is 


claimed that the name and history o 
dach thief is known to the cowboys, ant 
that the war will go on until the horse- 
thieves are scarce in Montana as they 
are in heaven.

The Kepoblioans of the United States, 


in national convention assembled, re- 
new their allegiance to the principles 
upon which they hare triumphed in six 
successive Presidential glectioaa and 
congratulate the American people on 
the attainment of so many results in 
legislation and administration, by which 
the Republican party has, after saving 
the Union, done so much to render its 
institutions just, equal and beneficent, 
the safeguard of liberty and the em- 
bodiment of the best thought and high- 
est purposes of our citizens. The 
Republican party has gained its strength 
by a quick and faithful response to the 
demands of the people for freedom and 
equality of all men for a united nation, 
assuring the rights of all citizens, for 
the elevation of labor, for an honest 
currency, for purity in legislation and 
for integrity and accountability in all 
the departments of the Government, 
and it accepts anew the duty of leading 
in the work of progress and reform. 


We lament the death of President 


Garfleld, whose sound 
statesmanship, 


long conspicuous in Congress, gave 
promise of a strong and successful ad- 
ministration, a promise fully realized 
during the short period of his office as 
President of the United States. His 
distinguished success in war and peace 
has endeared him 
*•> the hearts of the 


American people, lu the administra- 
tion of President Arthur we recognize 
a 
wise,* conservative 
and 
patriotic 


policy, under which the country has 
been blessed with remarkable prosper- 
ity. 
"We believe his eminent services 


are entitled to and will receive the 
hearty approval of every citizen. 


It is the first duty of a good Govern- 


ment to protect the rights and promote 
the interests of its own people. The 
largest diversity of industry is most 
productive of general prosperity and 
the comfort and independence of the 
people, the taxpayers, without injuring 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. 


We recognize the impoitance of sheep 


husbandry in the United States, the 
serious depression which it is now ex- 
periencing, and the danger threatening 
its future prosperity, and we theiefore 
respect the demands of the representa- 
tives of this important agricultural in- 
terest ^or the readjustment of the duty 
upon foreign wool, in order that such 
industry shall have full und adequate 
protection. We therefore demand that 
the imposition of duties ou foreign im- 
ports shall be made not for revenue 
only, but that in raising the requisite 
revenue for the Governinout buuh da- 
ties shall be so levied as to afford atcu- 
nty to our diversified industries aud 
protection to the rights aud wnges-o 
the laborer, to the end that active aud 
intelligent labor, us well us capital, 
may have its just reward, uucl the labor- 
ing mail his full share lu the uatioual 
prosperity. 


Against the so-called economic system 


of the Democratic part}, which wonlci 
degrade our labor to the foreign stand- 
ard, we enter our earnest protest. The 
Democratic party bus failed completely 
to relieve the people of the burdeu ol 
unnecessary taxation by a wibe reduc- 
tion of the surplus. 
The Bepubhcun 


party pledges itself to correct the irieg- 
ulatities of the tariff and reduce the 
surplus, not by the vicious aud indis- 
criminate process of horizontal reduc 
tion, but by such methods as will 
relieve the taxpayer without lujuinig 
the laborer or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. The Kepiiblioan 
party favors a policy which stnll Keep 
us from entangling alliances with for- 
eign nations and which gives us the 
right to expect that foreign nations 
shall refrain from meddling in Ameri- 
can affairs. 
The policy which seeks 


peace can trade with all Powers, but es 
pecially with those of the Western 
Hemisphere . 


We demand the restoration of our 


navy to its old-time strength and effi 
ciency, that it may in any sea protect 
the rights of American citizens aud the 
interests of American commerce, and 
we call upon Congress to remove the 
burdens under which American ship- 
ping has been depressed, so that it nitty 
again be true that we have a commerce. 


It is the duty of Congress to enaat 


snob laws as shall promptly and effect- 
ually suppress the system of polygamy 
within our Territories, and divorce the 
political from the ecclesiastical power 
of the so-called Mormon Church, and 
that the laws so enacted should be rig- 
idly enforced by the civil authorities, if 
possible, and by the military, if need 
be. 


The people of the United States, in 


their organized capacity, constitute a 
nation and not a mere confederacy of 
States. The National Government is 
supreme within the sphere of its na- 
tional duty, but the States have reserved 
rights whioh should be faithfully main- 
tained. 


We have always recommended the 


best money known to the civilized world, 
and we urge that efforts should be made 
to unite all the commerma1 nations in 
the establishment of an international 
standard, which shall fix for all the rela- 
tive value of gold and silver coinage. 


The regulations of commerce with 


foreign nations and between the States 
is one of the most important preroga- 
tives of the general Government, und 
the Republican party distinctly an- 
nounces its purpose to support buch 
legislation as will fully and efficiently 
carry out the constitutional power of 
Congress over interstate commerce. 


Ihe principle of the public regulation 


of railroad corporations is a wise and 
iwlutary one for the protection of all 
claasss of the people, and we favor leg- 
islation that shall prevent unjust dis- 
crimination and excessive charges for 
transportation, and that shall secure to 
the people and the railways ntike the 
tair and equal protection of the laws. 


We favor the establishment of a na- 
tional bureau of labor, the enforcement 
of the eigbt-bonr law, and a wise and 
judicious ayBtero of general education 
by adequate appropriations from the 
national revenue -where the same is 
Deeded. 


We believe that everywhere the pro- 


tection accorded to citizens of American 
birth must be secured to citizens by 
Amoriou adoption, and wo furor the 


settlement of national differences by 
international arbitration 


The Eopublican party, having its 


birth in a hatred of slave labor and a 
desire tbat all men may be truly free 
and equal, is unalterably opposed to 
placing our workingmen in competition 
with any form of servile labor, whether 
at home or abroad. In this spirit we 
denounce the importation of contract 
labor, whether from Europe or Asia, as 
an offense against the spirit of American 
institutions, and we pledge ourselves to 
sustain the present law restricting 
Chinese immigration and to provide 
suoh further legislation as is necessary 
to carry out its purposes. 


The reform of the civil service aus- 


piciously begun under Republican ad- 
•uimiBtration should be completed by the 
further extension of the reform system 
already established by law to all grades 
of the service to which it is applicable. 
The spirit and purpose1 of the reform 
should be observed in all executive ap- 
pointments and all laws at variance 
with the objuot of existing reform legis- 
lation should be repealed, to the end 
that the dangers to free institutions 
which lurk in the power of of&cial pat- 
ronage may be wisely and effectively 
avoided. 


The public lands are a heritage of the 


people of the United States and should 
be reserved, as far as possible, for small 
holdings by actual settlers. We are op- 
posed to the acquisition of large tracts 
of these lands by corporations or indi- 
viduals, especially where such hold- 
ings are in the hands of non-resident 
aliens, arid we will endeavor to obtain 
such legislation as will tend to correct 
this evil. We demand of Congress tli? 
speedy forfeiture of all laud grants 
whioh have lapsed by reason of non» 
compliance with the acts ol incorpora- 
tion, in all cases where there has been 
110 attempt iu good faith to perform the 
conditions of such grants. 


The perpetuity of pur institutions 


rents upon the maintaining of a free 
ballot, honest count and correct returns, 
We denounce the fraud and violence 
practiced by the Democratic party in 
the Southern States, by which the will 
of the voter is defeated, as dangerous to 
the preservation of our free Institutions, 
and we solemnly arraign the Demo- 
cratic party as being the guilty recipient 
of the fruits of suoh fraud and violence. 
We extend to the Republicans of the 
South, regardless of their former party 
affiliations, our cordial sympathy, and 
pledge to them our most curuesf efforts 
to promote the passage of such legisla- 
tion as will secure to every citizen of 
whatever race and color the full and 
complete recognition, possession and 
exercise of his civil and political rights. 


Appointments by the President to 


offices^ in the Territories should be 
made from bona fide citizens and resi- 
dents of the Territories wherein they 
are to serve. 


The grateful thanks of the American 


people are diw to the Union soldiers 
and sailors of the late war, and the Re- 
publican party stands pledged to provide 
suitable pension for all who were dis- 
abled and for the widows and orphans 
ot those who died in the war. The Re 
pnblioan party also pledges itsflf to tha 
repeal of the limitation contained iu the 
Arrears of Pensions Act of 1879, so that 
all invalid soldiers ghull share alike and 
tlveir pensions begia within the date of 
disability or discharge and cot with the 
dute of the application.
